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At our June eeeting it was brought out that soae 
of us are having probleas with the 13D HE 
keyboard. Soae o< the keys quit working. If 
you oun an IE and think that sooething aay be 
wrong you can get into the test node by typing 
"BYE* IroB basic or holding the ‘option’ key 
with the disk drive/s off. This will give you a 
oenu that allows you to test aeaory, sound, and 
keyboard functions. 

If you choose the keyboard test routine you nil) 
get a screen that shows you all of the keys on 
the keyboard. As you hit each key that key will 
be highlighted and a tone will sound. You 
should go through the keyboard several tites to 
aale sure every key is working well. 

Make sure you test the function keys also. I ae> 
having probleas with the 'option* key on ay IE. 

I have heard that there say be other probleas 
with the function keys, but I don’t have any 
details on that yet. If anyone had details on 
aalfunctioning function keys let ae know. 

If you find that soae of the keys are not 
working any longer you aay be able to fix thea. 
The keyboard on the IE consists of a sheet of 
aylar with conducting traces etched on it. The 
key shorts two traces to indicate a closure. If 
you turn the coaputer upside down and reaove 
four screws you will reaove the top cover of the 
coaputer. After you reaove the top you can 
carefully unplug the keyboard asseably by 
pulling the connecting strip froa the socket on 
the aother board. Now reaove the keyboard 
asseably. 

On the bottoa of the keyboard asseably are about 
a dozen saall screws. You have to be careful 
not to wreck these screws trying to reaove thee. 
Uhen you take all of these screws out you will 
find that the keyboard top (with the keys) will 
coae off and the aetal bottoa will have the 
aylar strip on it. This strip is not affixed to 
the bottoa plate so you can take it out and 
place it on a flat surface. You should clean 
the aylar and the bottoa of the keys with 
isopropyl alcohol. Hake sure not to touch 
either surface with your fingers after you clean 
Ihea. 


Now just put it all back together again and run 
the keyboard test again. You will (hopefully) 
find that any keys that didn't work before will 
work now. 1 have done this to ay IE and the 
inoperable keys are now working again.

PRINT SHOP COtlPANlON 
PRINT SHOP INTERFACE 

Several aonths ago, after (Depleting a set 
of 50 U.S. States for use Mith Print Shop, I had 
considered editing the project. Kany of the 
icons had not been centered, which aeant they 
Here not properly placed in a print out. I had 
also uanted to use the outlines and create a set 
of silhouettes. 

Uhat appeared to be a lengthy project was 
shelved until recently nhen Print Shop Cowan ion 
was released.’ The 'coapanion' package offers an 
assortaent of net* fonts and borders, a feu new 
icons, a calendar prograa and soae very powerful 
editors. 

Print Shop Interface fron llent Software 
contains routines which bridge Print Shop with 
llent's Typesetter progran, as well as soae 
utilities for Print Shop data disks. 

Using the PS Coapanion's new Graphic Editor 
I was able to edit ay 50 icons AND aake up the 
silhouettes in about an hour. Instead of having 
to re-draw the off-center icons I was able to 
center thea with a few key strokes (deleting and 
adding blank linesl. After re-copying the 
centered icon and re-saving it to disk, I was 
able to create the silhouette with a one key 
stroke “fill* cooiand. 

The editor also aade it easier 'fixing* 
sone of the Typesetter conversions to Print Shop 
done with the PS Interface prograa. The 
conversions appeared too far left and too high. 



The Print Shop Coapanion enhances the 
original prograa by offering 12 new fonts and 30 
new borders. The original Print Shop did not 
offer the user the option to select fonts and 
borders froa another disk, but the 'coapanion* 
re-writes the original to allow this choice. 

In addition to the new graphics editor, the 
'coapanion* also includes border and font 
editors, a tile aaker and a creature creator. 

The border and font editors allow aaking even 
acre fonts and borders (perhaps we can look 

forward to a font, and border disk froa the Jersey 
Users Group)*, the tile aaker can produce 
interesting graphics for icons or borders and the 
creature creator can be used to create soae 
unusual character graphics.. 
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The calendar prograa prints out a calendar 
with Print Shop icons for decoration with a 
choice of fonts. The July calendar which appears 
in this issue is a product of the Coapanion. 

The icons supplied with the 'coapanion* are 
all Broderbund characters. These drawings were 
originally created with the Coaaodore version of 
the Coapanion. A C-M with a re-set switch can 
hold a screen iaage in aeaory and the aeaory can 
bring that picture back into the Graphics Editor 
and create Print Shop icons. 

The Print Shoo Coapanion does require MF. 

Print Shoo Interface is divided into three 
parts - a font aaker, a graphics converter and a 
font converter. The graphics converter peraits 
conversion of a typesetter icon into a Print 
Shop icon, which had not been possible with 
other utilities. The converter also allows 
changing an uncoapressed picture into the Screen 
Kagic foraat of Print Shop. The prograa also has 
soae additional conversion routines which had 
been available previously. 

The PS Interface has utility routines that 
work with Print Shop icon disks. I was finally 
able to delete soae bad files that would not 
load. The re-naae coaaand also solved the 
problea of duplicate file naaes on the saae 
disk. Because the prograa could only load the 
first of two files with an identical naae it had 
been iapossible to re-capture the other. 
Re-naaing the first file ended that dileaaa. 
Interface also has a directory that reads the PS 
data disk. 

The font aaker has features in coaaon with 
the 'coapanion's* font creator, but also 
provides the ability to change a letter 
character into a picture. I look forward to 
exploring this feature in the future because it 
allows use of aore than one graphic in a 
printout (outside of running a sheet through 
twice. 

Finally, the PS Interface font converter 
takes Print Shop fonts and converts thea to 
Typesetter fonts. Nhat this aeans is that the 
Print Shop font can be aade in four sizes, big, 
saall, tall and fat when re-produced with 
Typesetter.

O.K., all you P.A.C.E. aeabers out there, 
here's your chance to change the bylaws to 
better our dub. Your Bylaws Coaaitee has now 
•et twice to discuss needed changes, with

your vote count. Below are the proposed 
aaendaents to be voted on at the aeeting. 

1. Paragraph I change 'non-profit* to read 
not-for-profit to reflect true club status. 

2. Add a new paragraph IV.C) to read: 

0 Nortal aeabership due will be charged 
for the initial aeabership in any faaily. 

Payaent of the initial fee also entitles the 
spouse to full aeabership. Additional aeabers 
of the iaaediate faaily aay obtain full 
aeabership by payaent Of an additional one-third 
of the initial fee. 

3. Change paragraph V.B) to read: 

B) The offices of NEWSLETTER EDITOR, 
ASSISTANT NEWSLETTER EDITOR, LIBRARIAN, and 
ASSISTANT LIBRARIAN shall be apointed by the 
President with concurrence of the ExCoaa.

Conversion of screen graphics to print, 
dependent on the prograa used, results in a Hide 
variety of shapes, sizes and shades. While the 
screen version of a picture reaains the saie, 
printed copies can he vastly different. 

Earlier printer prograas, such as Hegafont 
or Kuapty Duap, were liaited in capability - 
providing little variety in shape and size - and 
the type of graphic that could be printed was 


Alpha Systeas Nagniprint II*, however, 
prints all foraats, prints in all sizes 
(including poster size) and even peraits gray 
scale shading to bring out picture detail. 

The page of BROADSIDES pictures seea very 
siailar, but grey scale shading, which iaproved 
the final result, can be seen. The top picture 
had no shading added and only black and white 
are defined. The second picture, with one step 
of shading added, begins to bring out lore 
detail in the rigging and hull. The bottoa 
picture was further shaded and adds even aore to 
the rigging and the hull definition is fully 
shown. 

The prograa also prints graphics in 
negative aode; prints all graphic fores 
including Print Shop and even Strip PoLer 
figures; and prints a coaplete or partial screen 
in various sizes. 

Broadsides is also shown as a graphic 
printed with Typesetter. Again, the resolution 
is excellent, although sizing is liaited and 
shading is iapossible. That page also includes 
Typesetter icons drawn by Johnny Hasuda and soue 
Print Shop conversions done with Print Shop 
Interface. 

Nagniprint also peraits adding text as well as 
touch up capabilities. The IE 130 graphic was 
converted froa Print Shop size to aiddle size 
poster. The sane graphic is shown as a seall 
Print Shop icon as well as a larger Print Shop 
version.
